WHEREAS, Almighty God in His infinite wisdom has taken Thaddeus S. (Ted) Lechowicz, former 
Cook County Board Commissioner, Illinois State Senator and member of the Illinois House of 
Representatives; and 

WHEREAS, Ted Lechowicz was bom in Chicago, Illinois on December 20, 1938 to parents who raised 
him during the Great Depression and the Second World War, fostering an appreciation of hard work, 
sacrifice and a strong commitment to country and community; and 

WHEREAS, Ted Lechowicz proudly served his state and nation as a member of the Illinois National 
Guard; and 

WHEREAS, Ted Lechowicz attended Wright Junior College, North Park College and DePaul University, 
pursuing an undergraduate degree in Economics and a graduate degree in Business Administration; and 

WHEREAS, in 1964 Ted Lechowicz would marry the love of his life, Suzanne Keiler, and the two of 
them started to raise a family of their own; and 

WHEREAS, with the support of his family, Ted Lechowicz became an active member and leader of the 
Polish-American community in Chicago, one of the largest Polish communities in the world; and 

WHEREAS, his active work with such organizations as the Polish National Alliance, the Chicago 
Society, the New Horizon School of Mentally Retarded Children, the Portage Park No. 2 Loyal Order of 
Moose, the Lockwood Improvement Association, the Knights of Columbus LaFayette Council and the 
Holy Name Society brought Ted Lechowicz the recognition and accomplishments necessary to encourage 
an entry into politics and government; and 

WHEREAS, in 1968, Ted Lechowicz was elected to the Illinois General Assembly as a member of the 
Illinois House of Representatives; and 
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WHEREAS, Ted Lechowicz would rise to the Chairmanship of the Appropriations Committee, the 
Chairmanship of the Illinois Economic and Fiscal Commission, the Co-Chairmanship of the Illinois Cities 
and Villages Municipal Problems Commission and the Vice-Chairmanship of the Joint Committee on 
Legislative Information Systems, encouraging the residents of his district to re-elect him to six additional 
terms and his colleagues saw fit to recognize him as the Assistant Majority Leader of the House of 
Representatives in 1977; and 

WHEREAS, an opportunity developed in 1982 for Ted Lechowicz to represent an even greater part of 
the Chicago area when he was elected to his first term to the Illinois State Senate, where he would 
become Chairman of the Executive Appointments and Veterans Affairs Committee, Co-Chairman of the 
Joint Committee on Administrative Rules, and eventually, Assistant Majority Leader of the Senate, 
encouraging the residents of his Senate District to reelect him in 1986 and in 1990; and 

WHEREAS, Ted Lechowicz also served in a prominent role with the Democratic Party of Cook County 
as the Committeeman of the 30th Ward; and 

WHEREAS, from 1961 to 1965 and from 1969 to 1990, Ted Lechowicz was a dedicated and loyal Cook 
County employee, working in the Circuit Court of Cook County and in Management Services; and 

WHEREAS, Ted Lechowicz sought to demonstrate his commitment to improving the lives of the 
residents of Cook County by running for Cook County Board in 1990, and was elected to the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners in that same year; and 

WHEREAS, upon his election, Commissioner Lechowicz brought about fundamental changes to the 
rules of procedure and operation of the Board, rewriting the rules to make the Board more transparent, 
democratic and accountable; and 

WHEREAS, the changes Commissioner Lechowicz introduced included the Taxpayers’ Interest 
Assistance Ordinance, the Fiscal Impact Review Ordinance, the Cook County Lobbyist Registration 
Ordinance, the Cook County Ethics Ordinance and the Campaign Finance portion of the Ethics 
Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, Commissioner Lechowicz also co-sponsored the Cook County Human Rights Ordinance, 
supported controls on illegal sales of tobacco products to minors and was instrumental in the 
reconstruction and opening of the Whelan Park Aquatic Center; and 

WHEREAS, Commissioner Lechowicz took a leadership role in bringing true representative democracy 
to the Cook County Board when he chaired the Districting and Redistricting Committees of the Cook 
County Board in 1993 and 2001, respectively; and 

WHEREAS, Commissioner Lechowicz was a strong supporter of the Cook County Health Care System, 
including the construction of a brand new Cook County Hospital, and helped break ground on that 
hospital during his time as Commissioner; and 

WHEREAS, the personal courage, political strength and professional success developed through his 
legislative and community accomplishments would reinforce Ted Lechowicz’s conviction that he could 
bring positive change to the lives of those around him, especially those served by Cook County 
Government; and 
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WHEREAS, those who remember Ted Lechowicz and take him to his rest, recognize the value in his 
view that politics and government can exist for the good of all, and that government works best when 
leaders are honest, thoughtful and are those for whom their word is their bond; and 

WHEREAS, those in Cook County Government and those in the legal profession can take comfort in the 
fact that his dedication to public service was not only instilled in his son, Edward, and his daughter, 
Laura, but also continues on a daily basis through their service and work on behalf of others; and 

WHEREAS, beyond the professional accomplishments of Ted Lechowicz will be the warm memories of 
a dedicated family man, who happily celebrated his last Christmas and his 70th birthday with his family, 
including his wife, his children, his daughter-in-law, Tracy, his son-in-law, Jason, and his beloved 
grandchildren Ariel, Ryan, Alex and Bobby; and 

WHEREAS, Ted Lechowicz leaves behind a proud legacy, on behalf of his family and his community, 
which can be applauded and should be emulated. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners on behalf 
of the residents of Cook County acknowledge the immense contributions of a genuine public servant, a 
loving husband, father and grandfather who was our friend and our colleague; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be presented to the family of 
Thaddeus S. (Ted) Lechowicz in honor of his good works and great deeds over a lifetime of service to the 
residents of the State of Illinois, and especially the five and a half million residents of Cook County.

WHEREAS, Reverend Doctor Martin Luther King, Jr. was a luminous, historic figure on the world stage 
and an American hero; a Nobel Peace Prize winner, Dr. King’s speeches, marches and spiritual leadership 
galvanized people of all ages to work together for social justice through peaceful means; and 
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WHEREAS, Dr. King believed that liberty, justice and freedom were the “inalienable rights” of all men, 
women and children, and subsequently, gave his life defending his beliefs; and 

WHEREAS, Dr. King inspired people and nations worldwide to strive in a nonviolent manner for human 
rights, civil liberties and economic guarantees rightfully due people of all races; and 

WHEREAS, upon the occasion of Dr. King’s 74st 80th birthday, we are taking steps to bring the proper 
honor due to the legacy of Dr. King in Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, on the 9th of January of 2008, a resolution was passed to create the Dr. King Advisory 
Panel; this Panel was appointed by President Todd H. Stroger, and with the assistance of staff of the 
Secretary of the Board, has created the Dr. King Historic Trail Report; this Report, identifies all of the 
historically significant places Dr. King visited within Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners, on behalf of the more than five million residents 
of Cook County, hereby supports making the information concerning Dr. King’s historic visits to Cook 
County available to the public.

BE IT RESOLVED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Resolution No. 08-R-481, 
Sections 4 and 5 are amended as follows: 
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Section 4. Advancement of Salaries. Pending passage of the Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal 
Year 2009, the Comptroller and the Treasurer are authorized and directed to make arrangements to 
advance and to continue to pay the salaries of the several officers and employees of the County, including 
authorized overtime; provided, however, that any salaries paid pursuant to this Resolution shall not 
exceed the salaries which were in effect as of November 30, 2008; and provided, further, that there shall 
be no increase in the number of positions within each job classification in effect on November 30, 2008; 
and provided, further, that no new employees shall be hired to fill vacancies in existing positions without 
completing the Budget and Management Services Request for Hire During Continuing Resolution form 
and approved by the President of the Board ; provided, however, that approval of such forms for new 
employees in the Cook County Health & Hospitals System (“System”) shall be by the Chair of the Board 
of Directors of the System . 

The Department of Budget and Management Services shall submit a Budget and Management Services 
Request for Hire During Continuing Resolution Report to the County Board at each Board Meeting, while 
this Resolution is in effect. This report shall not supersede the Cook County Bureau of Human Resources 
Hiring Procedures. 

Section 5. Payment of All Other Necessary Expenditures. Pending passage of the Annual 
Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2009, the Comptroller and the Treasurer are authorized and 
directed to make arrangements to advance the payment of obligations of the County as follows: 

1. Payment of the following continuing obligations of the County: utilities; insurance premiums and 
benefit/administration payments; payroll taxes; payments associated with payroll deductions; 
invoices for contracted pharmaceutical supplies; leases; intergovernmental transfers; self- 
insurance payments; and, court-ordered payments. 

2. Payment of purchases of materials, supplies and services involving expenditures in the amount of 
One Hundred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) or less in accordance with County Ordinance and 
existing procedures. Provided, however, that all contracts for contractual services for Cook 
County, including the separately elected Officials, which involve an expenditure of $25,000 or 
more, shall be approved by the Board of Commissioners and signed by the President of the 
Board, the County Purchasing Agent and the Comptroller. All contracts for professional and 
managerial services for Cook County, including the separately elected Officials, which involve 
an expenditure of less than $25,000 shall be approved by the Purchasing Agent; however, all 
contracts for contractual services for Cook County, including the separately elected Officials, 
shall also require Board approval in circumstances where the aggregate of expenditures by a 
Department within the County, or any separately elected Official, to the same vendor for the 
same, or substantially the same contractual services within the same fiscal year equal a sum of 
$25,000.00 or more. 

3. Payments pursuant to grants and special purpose funds previously approved by the County. 

4 The above notwithstanding, prior to the adoption of an Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal 

Year 2009, the Board of Directors of the Cook County Health & Hospitals System (“System”) 
shall have the same powers as the County Board to make purchases of materials, supplies and 
services as set forth in the System’s Preliminary Budget; provided, however, that the amount of 
an individual purchase does not exceed $1,000,000.00. Prior to the adoption of the Annual 
Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2009, purchases in excess of $1,000,000.00 shall require 
County Board approval. 
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Effective Date. Thi s Amendment to Resolution No. 08-R-481 shall be effective November 30, 2008 and 
remain in effect until the adoption and approval of the Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 
2009.

$2 BILLION DOLLAR NATIONAL ECONOMIC STIMULUS PLAN 
TO EMPLOY OVER 1 MILLION LOW-INCOME YOUTHS 
YEAR ROUND AND IN THE SUMMER 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, Section 6(a) 
of the 1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such may exercise any power and perform any function 
pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. economy is experiencing the worst slow down in the past 30 years and is facing a 
severe recession; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. economy has shed more than 1 million payroll jobs in the 10 months of 2008 and 
now has on average 2.8 million more unemployed persons than one year ago; and 

WHEREAS, at 33% this was the worst summer teen (16 to 19) employment rate in post-World War II 
history, and this national employment crisis is crippling the teen job market, with Black and Latino youth 
the hardest hit groups; and 

WHEREAS, in the summer of 2008, more than 2 million low-income youth were out of work and on the 
streets; and 

WHEREAS, in October 2008, 68% of teens were jobless and there were 500,000 fewer teens employed 
than October 2007 and the nation’s teen employment rate fell by three percentage points over the past 12 
months; and 

WHEREAS, youth, particularly Black and Hispanic youth, are living in a “Depression” with very high 
jobless rates , 80% of Black youth and 75% of Hispanic youth across the country; and 

WHEREAS, President Bush, President-elect Obama and Congress are now proposing a very large 
stimulus package to restart the U.S. economy; and 

WHEREAS, from 1964 until 2000, there was a separate summer youth employment program for over 
750,000 low-income youth and these jobs were often the first jobs for low-income youth, giving them a 
chance to work and gain experience to later find a job on their own; and 

WHEREAS, the summer youth employment program was eliminated when the youth employment and 
training program was revamped in 2000; and 

WHEREAS, teen employment has a variety of long-term benefits for youth as well as the short-term 
improvement in their earnings and income, and the more teens work when they are 16 and 17 the more 
likely they are to work when they are 18 and 19 and so forth; and 
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WHEREAS, the most beneficial youth employment programs are those programs that focus on 
combining education and productive work within the youth’s neighborhood. Teens would earn money 
while they are producing meaningful work, and they will spend this money immediately providing a 
direct economic stimulus to the U.S. economy. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board urges President Bush, 
President-elect Obama and Congress to allocate $2 billion of the next proposed economic stimulus 
package to create community-based programs like the Green Job Corps and the 5-E (Energy Efficiency, 
Environmental Education and Employment) Disconnected Youth Service Corps as outlined in the Obama 
for President platform on poverty; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be delivered to President Bush, 
President-elect Obama, and each Member of the Illinois Congressional delegation.

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If a person who is serving a term of mandatory supervised release for a 
felony is incarcerated in a county jail, the Illinois Department of Corrections 
shall pay the county in which that jail is located in one-half of the cost of 
incarceration, as calculated by the Governor's Office of Management and 
Budget and the county’s chief financial officer, for each day that the person 
remains in the county jail after notice of the incarceration is given to the 
Illinois Department of Corrections by the county, provided that (i) the 
Illinois Department of Corrections has issued a warrant for an alleged 
violation of mandatory supervised release by the person; (ii) if the person is 
incarcerated on a new charge, unrelated to the offense for which he or she is 
on mandatory supervised release, there has been a court hearing at which 
bail has been set on the new charges; (iii) the county has notified the Illinois 
Department of Corrections that the person is incarcerated on a new charge; 
and (iv) the person remains incarcerated in the county jail for more than 48 
hours after the notice has been given to the Department of Corrections by 
the county. Calculation of the per diem cost shall be agreed upon prior to 
the passage of the annual State budget. 

WHEREAS, the Sheriff of Cook County, through the Cook County Department of Corrections, houses 
on a daily basis, as many as 1,600 persons who are serving terms of mandatory supervised release, yet are 
incarcerated in Cook County Jail and fall within the definition set forth in 730 ILCS 125/5(b) as set forth 
above; and 

WHEREAS, the Sheriff of Cook County, has determined that since January 1, 2005 through November 
30, 2008, there is owed to Cook County from the Illinois Department of Corrections for maintaining 
prisoners serving terms of mandatory supervised release a sum equal to 331,830 billable days; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Corrections has regularly informed the Illinois Department 
of Corrections of the mandatory supervised released inmates which the Cook County Department of 
Corrections was housing on behalf of the Illinois Department of Corrections; and 

WHEREAS, the State of Illinois has failed and refused and continues to fail and refuse to pay any sum as 
required by the Illinois Code of Corrections. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners as follows: 

The General Assembly appropriate the funds legislated to be paid the Cook County Department 
of Corrections and distributed pursuant to 730 ILCS 125/5(b); and 

The Cook County State’s Attorney’s Office explore filing a claim against the State for the 
payment of such funds.

WHEREAS, there is an over reliance on real estate property tax as a means of revenue 
generation in Cook County and the State of Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, families in Cook County are overburdened with high real estate property 
taxes in a time when national and local economic conditions have deteriorated, and 
incomes are uncertain; and 

WHEREAS, low and moderate income homeowners, as well as homeowners who lose 
part or all of their income, can quickly become overburdened by real estate property taxes 
if levies or home values rapidly increase and annual assessment adjustments to reflect 
declining market conditions are not possible; and 

WHEREAS, for all homeowners except seniors with very low incomes, real estate 
property taxes are unrelated to a property owner’s ability to pay; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Circuit Breaker Program does not adequately address the needs 
of Cook County Homeowners; and 

WHEREAS, a Cook County Property Tax Circuit Breaker would prevent real estate 
property taxes from overloading a family’s budget by limiting the real estate property tax 
to five percent (5%) of a family’s income up to a maximum benefit of $700; and 

WHEREAS, for municipalities with real estate property tax rates below one hundred 
fifty percent (150%) of the median Cook County real estate property tax rate, the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners desires such municipalities to join in its efforts to 
ensure that families residing in such municipalities are not overburdened by real estate 
property taxes by giving these municipalities the option to contribute to a circuit breaker 
fund and provide their residents real estate property tax relief; and 

WHEREAS, for municipalities with tax rates at or above one hundred fifty percent 
(150%) of the median Cook County real property estate tax rate, the Board of 
Commissioners recognizes the inability of such municipalities to contribute to a circuit 
breaker fund and desires to provide the residents of such municipalities real estate 
property tax relief with out contribution from such municipalities; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners desires to enact a Cook County 
Circuit Breaker program to provide real estate property tax relief to low and moderate 
income households in Cook County. 
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BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter_, 

Article_, Division_, Section_of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as 

follows: 

Sec._Cook County Circuit Breaker Ordinance 

(a) Definitions. The following terms used in this Ordinance shall have the meanings 
as set forth below: 

“Administrator” means the Cook County Assessor’s Office. 

“Claimant” means an individual who makes application to the Administrator for a Grant 
regarding a claim year under this Ordinance. 

“Claim Year” means the real estate property tax year for which Claimant seeks a Grant. 

“Class 2 Real Property” means residential properties as defined in Section 74-63(2) of 
the Cook County Code of Ordinances. 

“County” means the County of Cook. 

“Non - contributing Municipality” means any municipality in the County containing real 
estate having a real estate tax rate at or above one hundred fifty percent (150%) of the 
Median County Property Tax Rate in the claim year and has elected to participate in the 
Program through ordinance enacted after the effective date of this Ordinance. 

“Fund” means those monies collected from the State, County or any other entity and 
Participating Municipalities and held by the County for distribution to eligible Claimants 
pursuant to the Ordinance. 

“Grant” means an amount of money representing a reduction to a qualifying residence’s 
real estate property taxes for a given claim year, as determined under this Ordinance. 

“Household” means a claimant, the spouse of the claimant, and all persons using the 
qualifying residence as their principal place of residence during the claim year. 

“Household Income” means the aggregate annual income of the members of the 
household in the claim year. 

“Income” has the same meaning as provided by Illinois Statute in Section 3.07 of the 
Senior Citizens and Disabled Persons Property Tax Relief and Pharmaceutical Assistance 
Act, 320 ILCS 25/3.07, except that “income” does not include veteran's benefits. 

“M e dian County Prop e rty Tax Rat e ” means the median real estate property tax rate as 
calculated by the Administrator using the cumulative real estate property tax rate for all 
of Cook County for the claim year. 
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“Contributing Municipality” means any municipality in the County containing real 
estate having a real estate property tax rate that is less than one hundred Fifty percent 
(150%) of the Median County Property Tax Rate in the claim year and has elected to 
participate in the Program through ordinance enacted after the effective date of this 
Ordinance. 

“Ordinance” means the Cook County Circuit Breaker Program Ordinance. 

“Participating — Municipality” — means —any— Non contributing — Municipality —er—any 
Contributing Municipality. 

“Program” means the property tax relief provided for under this Ordinance. 

“Property Taxes Accrued” means the ad valorem real estate property taxes extended 
against a residence payable or paid by a claimant for the claim year, excluding special 
assessments, back taxes, omitted assessments, interest, or service charges such as 
association or maintenance fees. “Property taxes accrued” shall be determined after 
accounting for the application of any and all statutory exemptions, abatements or other 
reductions as required by law. 

“Qualifying Residence” means Class 2 real property located in the County , a 
Participating Municipality or located in unincorporated Cook County which is used and 
occupied as a principal place of residence by the Claimant on January 1 of and 
throughout the claim year. 

“State” means the State of Illinois. 

fb)- Municipal Participation 

(-F)- A Non - contributing Municipality must provide to the Administrator a 

certified copy of the ordinance by which it elects to participate in the 
Program and the Administrator can not authorize the County to make 
payment on any Grants regarding qualifying residences in a Non ¬ 
contributing Municipality until such ordinance is provided. 

(2)- A Contributing Municipality must provide to the Administrator a 

certified copy of the ordinance by which it elects to participate in the 
Program and the Administrator can not authorize the County to make 
payment on any Grants regarding qualifying residences in a Contributing 
Municipality until such ordinance is provided. 

(e b) Claimant Eligibility Qualifications 

(1) Beginning with real estate property tax year 2007 (payable in 2008), and 
for each tax year thereafter, the Administrator shall determine a 
claimant’s eligibility for a particular claim year based upon the 
following: 
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a. In the claim year, the Claimant shall be a person residing in a 
qualifying residence; 

b. Claimant must be liable for payment of the real estate property 
taxes of the qualifying residence for the claim year; 

c. In the claim year, the Claimant must be the owner of record of 
the qualifying residence or have a legal or equitable interest in 
the property as evidenced by a written instrument, or Claimant 
must have a leasehold interest in the qualified residence as 
evidenced by a written instrument; 

d. The Claimant’s annual household income during the claim year 
shall be less than an amount set by the Administrator; 

e. Claimant shall make a grant application to the Administrator, in 
a manner and form prescribed by the Administrator; and 

f. Claimant shall not be eligible for a grant regarding a claim year 
on a qualifying residence if: 1.) the Administrator has already 
approved a grant for the qualifying residence in that claim year; 
or 2.) the Claimant was approved for a grant regarding a 
different qualifying residence in that claim year. 

(4 c) Grant Amount 

(1) If the Administrator determines that a Claimant is eligible for a grant 
regarding a claim year on a qualifying residence, the amount of the Grant 
shall be the lesser of: 

a. $700.00; or 

b. the amount of the Property Taxes Accrued on the Qualifying 
Residence for the claim year that is greater than 5% of the 
Claimant’s household income ; or 

c. _ if the Fund does not have adequate monies to finance all grants 

determined by the Administrator to be eligible under this 
Ordinance in the amounts referenced in subsection (cl (11 a and 
(cl (11 b above, then such grants will be made in a lower amount 
on a proportional basis as to available monies in the Fund . 

(e d) Administration of the Cook County Circuit Breaker 

(1) The Administrator shall have the authority to create and enforce rules it 
deems necessary to carry out its responsibilities under this Ordinance. 
The Administrator may delegate any of its duties contained herein that 
the Administrator deems appropriate^ to a Participating Municipality. 
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(2) The Administrator shall have the authority and discretion to determine 
the eligibility of a Claimant, the amount of the Grant, and the type of 
supporting documentation that a Claimant must provide including but not 
limited to affidavit and financial records in order to ensure that the tax 
savings resulting from the Grant are distributed only to qualifying 
Claimants. 

(3) The Administrator shall have the authority to direct the County to make 
payment to an eligible Claimant for a Grant in an amount authorized 
under this Ordinance. 

(4) The Administrator shall establish a date on which all grant applications 
for a particular claim year must be received by the Administrator and 
after which no application can be made. The Administrator shall 
establish a date upon which all applications shall be reviewed and a final 
determination is made as to: 1.) which Claimants shall be eligible to 
receive a Grant; and 2.) the Grant amount each eligible Claimant shall be 
authorized to receive. 

(5) The Administrator shall establish a date upon which a final determination 
must be transmitted to the County as to: 1.) which Claimants shall be 
eligible to receive a Grant; and 2.) the Grant amount each eligible 
Claimant shall be authorized to receive. Upon receipt of this 
transmission, the County shall make payment to Claimants determined to 
be eligible to receive a Grant in the amount authorized by the 
Administrator. 

(f e) Funding of the Cook C ounty Circuit Breaker 

(1) The County shall establish and maintain a Fund to finance Grants to 
Claimants that the Administrator has determined to be eligible for such 
relief. The County shall collect monies for the Fund and distribute 
authorized Grants to eligible Claimants pursuant to this Ordinance. 

{¥} - The County and Contributing Municipalities shall provide sufficient 

monies to the County for the Fund in order to cover their requisite share 
of the cost of Grants regarding a claim year for qualifying residences. 

(T)- The Administrator shall determine the requisite share that Contributing 

Municipalities and the County will be required to provide to the Fund 

regarding grants authorized by the Administrator. 

(4)- The County and Contributing Municipalities shall pay their requisite 

share into the Fund, if any, within 30 days after the Administrator 
transmits —to—the— County —the— Administrator’s —feal— determination 
regarding: 1.) which Claimants shall be eligible to receive a Grant; and 
2.) the Grant amount each eligible Claimant shall be authorized to 
receive. 
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- The County shall not make payment to any eligible Claimant for a grant 

amount authorized by the Administrator regarding a qualifying residence 
until the applicable Contributing Municipality and the County have paid 
their requisite share into the Fund regarding grants authorized by the 
Administrato r 

Approved and adopted this_day of_. 

Commissioner Claypool, seconded by Commissioner Suffredin, moved to amend Communication 
No. 297144 by accepting the Substitute Ordinance. The motion carried unanimously. 

Commissioner Suffredin pointed out the two major changes in the substitute Ordinance: 1) the distinction 
between participating and non-participating municipalities is removed; and 2) all funds provided under 
the Circuit Breaker program are distributed proportionally to qualifying homeowners. 

Chairman Daley stated that the letters received on this subject matter will be entered into the record. 

Commissioner Claypool stated that the purpose of the ordinance is to provide targeted tax relief for 
individuals who are affected by the current economic climate and rising property tax bills. 

Chairman Daley asked who will bear the cost of the proposed Circuit Breaker program. 

Commissioner Claypool stated that under the substitute Ordinance the cost will be borne by Cook 
County. Funds from expiring TIFs are also a potential funding source, but that would require additional 
legislation. 

Chairman Daley inquired whether the funding source is indicated in the substitute Ordinance. 

Commissioner Claypool stated that he believes that they are two separate items that are linked together 
but not necessarily in the substitute Ordinance. 

Chairman Daley asked the Secretary to the Board to call upon the registered public speakers, in 
accordance with Cook County Code, Sec. 2-108(dd): 

1. Honorable Daniel J. McLaughlin - President, Village of Orland Park 

2. George Blakemore - Concerned Citizen 

Chairman Daley called on James M. Houlihan, Cook County Assessor, to address the Committee 
regarding the Circuit Breaker Program. Assessor Houlihan provided a brief summary of the program. 

Commissioner Maldonado suggested that a cap should be imposed on the income of eligible homeowners 
as part of the requirements to participate in the Circuit Breaker program. 

Assessor Houlihan responded that he would consider supporting an income cap in addition to the five 
percent (5%) limitation. Further, Assessor Houlihan stated that he can work with Commissioner 
Maldonado with regard to identifying an alternative funding source for the Circuit Breaker Program. 

Commissioner Schneider asked for clarification of the City of Chicago’s position on the merits of this 
proposal. 
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Myer Blank, Executive Director, Chicago Tax Assistance Center, stated that the property tax advisory 
council looked at various relief programs throughout the country and saw a significant number of 
jurisdictions that had Circuit Breaker programs. It is a viable option, but at this point the City of Chicago 
has not taken a position on this particular proposal. 

Commissioner Suffredin asked how many Cook County property taxpayers experienced a recent 
reduction in their homeowners’ exemption, from $20,000 to $5,000. 

Assessor Houlihan stated that certain taxpayers in the City of Chicago recently experienced an exemption 
reduction from $40,000 to $26,000. As the phase-out of the 7% program continues, the exemption will be 
reduced to $20,000, and then to $5,000. He will provide more detailed statistics regarding the number of 
affected homeowners to the Committee. 

Commissioner Butler asked how much will it cost for the Circuit Breaker Program and who will pay for 
it. 

Assessor Houlihan stated that if the Circuit Breaker Program is limited to households earning $100,000 or 
less, the estimated cost of the program is between $63 and $90 million; the total cost to the county would 
vary based on whether residual TIF funds are used, and whether bonds are issued to pay for the program. 

Commissioner Murphy suggested that other taxing bodies such as the Water Reclamation District be 
included in this program. 

Commissioner Silvestri suggested that imposing a means test would alter the intent of the program, and 
asked if the program should be considered a temporary or pilot program. 

Assessor Houlihan said that would be a decision for the Board of Commissioners, but he would not object 
to considering a pilot program, especially since this is a new idea for Cook County. 

Vice Chairman Sims considered a similar proposal last summer, targeted specifically for the Village of 
Ford Heights. Assessor Houlihan stated that the Ford Heights proposal was part of the genesis for the 
proposed Ordinance before the Committee today. 

Chairman Daley stated that the Assessor’s Office has the home rule authority to determine assessments 
generally throughout the County, and higher assessments can be considered a cause of higher tax bills. 

Assessor Houlihan stated that his office looks at income data, sales data and the economic data when 
determining assessments. If, for example, he lowered assessments across the board by 20% to reflect the 
down turn in economic conditions, that reduction would necessitate an increase in the tax rate, and tax 
bills would basically remain the same. Taxpayers would still complain about high assessments because 
they would not see a reduction in what they must pay as a result of those assessments. 

Assessor Houlihan acknowledged he is aware of a timing problem with the three year reassessment cycle. 
For example, the South Suburban reassessments are just being completed for the year ended January 1, 
2008, but there has been a considerable decline in market value since that date. Assessments will not 
reflect the new, lower market values. Assessor Houlihan is working with the Board of Review to identify 
ways in which the County might address the problem of changing market values not being reflected in 
assessment levels. 
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Chairman Daley asked Commissioner Claypool if he had an amendment to the Substitute Ordinance. 

Commissioner Claypool responded that at this time they will take the suggestions offered into 
consideration and make any appropriate changes to the Proposed Substitute Ordinance at a later date. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Peraica, moved to adjourn. The motion 
carried and the meeting was adjourned.

and Social Service Department, Circuit Court of Cook County. 

The Adult Probation Department provides case management services for felony probationers, 
and the Social Service Department provides case management services for misdemeanor 
probationers. Counseling services are an integral part of the Circuit Court’s program 
interventions that are designed to stop offender violence and intimidating behaviors. Other 
program interventions include intensive abuse treatment and mental health services. 

The eleven providers were selected for the program through a Request for Proposal (RFP) 
process, conducted in 2008.
